WAGES AND EFFECTS OF DECEASED 
SEAMEN. 


The Account of the Wages and Effects of Deceased 
Seamen—administered by the Board of Trade 
under Sections 179 and 676 of the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act, 1894, and Section 1 of the Merchant 
Shipping (Mercantile Marine Fund) Act, 1898— 
for the vear ended 3lst March, 1922, has been pre- 
sented to Parliament. 

The balanee brought forward from the previous 
vear was £67,650 15s. 2d., and the receipts during 
the vear, in respect of the wages, etc., of 1,380 de- 
ceased seamen, amounted to £24,117 17s. 11d. 

On the other side, the sum of £25,594 Os. 7d. was 
paid to relatives and representatives of deceased 
seamen; £5,608 5s. 10d. unclaimed in respect of 
receipts during the year ended 3lst March, 1916, 
was paid to the Exchequer; and a balance of 
£62,566 6s. 8d. was carried forward to the account 
for the vear ended 3lst Mareh, 1925. 








LIGHT DUES. 
A FURTHER REDUCTION. 


The Board of Trade have considered the possi- 
bility of making a further reduction in the light 
dues over and above the reduction equivalent to 
30 per cent. of the statutory rates which came into 
force on Ist October last. Before that date the dues 
stood at 100 per cent. above the statutory rates. 

It has been decided to make a further reduction 
of 30 per cent. of the statutory rates in the dues as 
from Ist April next, so that the dues leviable from 
that date will be 40 per cent. above the statutory 
rates. Drafts of an Order in Council for the purpose 
have been laid before both Houses of Parliament in 
accordance with Statute. 
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OVERSEAS POSTAGE RATES. 
Notice To BritisH Firms. 


Complaints from overseas that British firms dis- 
patch correspondence bearing insufficient postage 
are continually being received by the Department of 
Overseas Trade. - 

As under-prepayment renders it necessary for the 
communication to be picked out and _ specially 
marked, mails are frequently missed; but the chief 
drawback is the fact that the recipient, in addition 
to being liable to a charge double the deficient post- 
age, is necessarily left with a very unfavourable 
impression as to the business methods of the ex- 
porter.

He entered the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade (Empire Division) in April, 
1919, and has been Assistant Director in that Divi- 
sion since June, 1922. 

Mr. Elmslie will leave England on 3rd March 
to take up his duties at Wellington.

BRITISH EMPIRE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE IN THE UNITED STATES 


According to the second annual Report of the 
Council of the British Empire Chamber of Com- 
merce in the United States there were held during 
the past year two general meetings of the members, 
five meetings of the Council, fourteen of the Execu- 
tive Board, nineteen of the Advisory Committee, 
and fourteen of the Membership Committee. The 
membership at the close of 1922 was 354 (148 active 
and 211 associate), against 256 (136 active and 120 
associate) in 1921, which fact, the Report points out, 
could be taken as an indication that the services 
rendered by the Chamber had been found to be of 
prime necessity. 

The Council plans eventually to establish branches 
of the Chamber in the leading cities throughout the 
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United States, as membership i in such cities becomes 
sufficiently numerous to permit of such action. 

Dues are payable on admission and annually 
thereafter in January. 

For active members, 100 dols.—individuals who 
are British subjects, representatives in the United 
States of British firms and corporations, and cor- 
porations the majority ownership of which is British. 
For associate members, 50 dols.—individuals and 
corporations other than British.

EMPLOYMENT IN CANADA. 








A BUOYANT TENDENCY. 


We have received a return upon employment in 
Canada during last year which has been prepared by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. This shows that 
the monthly reports received by the Government 
from employ ers of labour reveal a decidedly buoyant 
tendency, in contrast with the comparatively stag- 

nant conditions that prevailed in the preceding year. 
The upward movement increased in force during 
the summer and autumn, until activity reached its 


maximum for the year at the close of October. 
From July, 1920, employment declined steadily 


until May, 1921. Some reaction then occurred, ex- 
tending to the end of October, but the beginning of 
winter slackness in November, together with “the 
holiday dullness in December, caused the resump- 
tion of the retrogressive movement on an even larger 
scale, until, at ‘the close of the latter month, the 
index number had fallen to 779. Early in the 
New Year, 1922, improvement was recorded, and 
from January the trend, with few exc eptions, "as 
steadily upward until the beginning of November, 
when the index number reached 95°8. For the same 
period of 1921 it had stood at 87:2, while in 1920 it 

was 101'1. Seasonal losses, supplementing those i in- 
cidental to the holiday and inventor vy period in 
December, caused the index number to decline to 
86°3 at the end of the vear, but it is expected that 
considerable reaction will be indicated during 
January. The Report proceeds :— 


PROVINCIAL FIGURES. 

All provinces shared in the recovery shown during 1922, 
but since the depression had been most evident in the 
Quebec-Ontario district, the improvement was perh aps more 
pronounced there than ‘elsewhere. Those two provinces to- 
gether contribute approximately 68 per cent. of the total 
pay rolls reported, and consequently influence very largely 
the index number for the country as a whole. E mployment 
in the manufacturing division gained steadily, activity in 
the iron and steel, textile, and Inmber divisions being in 
considerably greater volume during the past year than in 
1921. The extension of operations in the metallic ore mines 
in Ontario and in asbestos mines in Quebec, which caused 
large additions to pay rolls, made the index numbers in 
those industries substantially higher than in 1921. The 
good roads movement resulted in great activity on highw ay 
construction, many thousands of men being employed in 
building and maintaining roads. Building and railroad 
maintenance and construction absorbed large numbers of 
workers during the year, although necessarily operations 
were considerably curtailed at the end of the year. Logging 
firms generally reported much larger working forces than 
in 1921, and also than in 1920, which would promise an 
equally busy season for sawmills during 1923. In the Mari- 
time Provinces, the related coal and iron and steel indus- 
tries showed increased activity towards the close of the vear. 
The pulp and paper trades were fairly busy, and emplov- 
ment in sawmills was on a moderately high level. Highway 
construction, particularly in Nova Scotia, emploved a sub- 
stantially larger working force than for some vears. The 
transportation industries during the first and last few 
months of 1922 were busy, there “being the usual slack sea- 
son during the summer when tiie St. Lawrence ports are 

open. In the four western provinces the general situation 
was consistently more favourable than elsewherc, the index 
numbers standing higher than that for Canada as a whole. 
This, in the Prairie Provinces, was mainly due to expansion 
in railroad construction and maintenance operations. 
Steady improvement was indicated moreover in iron and 
steel, roalroad transportation, building and highway con- 
struction. British Columbia concerns on the whole regis- 
tered steady advancement, and conditions generally were 
decidedly better than in 1921, and in some cases better 
than in 1920. 

The situation in Montreal remained quiet during the first 
three months of 1922, being largely affected by the recur- 
ring ‘‘ shut downs ”’ in the railway car shops, which in 
conjunction with other adverse factors, reduced the index 
number to 76:0 at the end of March. From April until 


| 
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November, however, steady improvement was registered 
until at the close of the latter month the index number 
had reached 94:7. There was a sharp decline at the end of 
December, when the locomotive works and many other 
establishments ceased operations over the holidays, but sub- 
stantial recovery will no doubt have occurred during 
January. Toronto firnis afforded a rather steadier volume 
of employment during the year, the variations being less 
pronounced than in Montreal, althouzh the general trend 
was the same. Emplovment fluctuated very slightly about a 
level from January to the beginning of April, from which 
month activity increased steadily but moderately. The in. 
dex number in Winnipeg and Vancouver reached a higher 
point than in Montreal and Toronto; in Vancouver it rose 
above the base level during August and September, stand- 
ing at 102-2 and 100-7 respectively in those months, In 
Winnipeg, the peak attained was 99°5 at the end of Octo- 
ber. Employment in these two cities, as elsewhere, de- 
clined at the end of the year, although considerable reaction 


is looked for in January. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES. 


Employment in the manufacturing industries of 
Canada as a whole increased gradually during 1922, 
until at the end of November the index number 
stood some 19 points higher than at the beginning of 


the year. While considerable curtailment was 
shown during December it reflected largely the 


usual cessation of work over the holidays and for 
mid-winter inventories. Within the group, especi- 
ally pronounced expansion was recorded in sawmills 
from January until August, from the beginning of 
which month greatly reduced activity was apparent, 
the contraction being of seasonal character, . Em- 
ployment in the lumber group increased over 45 per 
cent. from the beginning of the year until the peak 

ras reached at the close of July, and at the end. of 
December the index number was still some 17 points 
higher than December, 1921. Activity in the tex- 
tile industries generally was on a higher level than 
in the preceding year, although the usual between 
season fluctuations in activity caused the index 
number to show considerable variation. The cloth- 
ing trades, knitting mills, and cloth factories, on 
the whole, reported improvement. In fish preserv- 
ing establishments and in abattoirs and meat pack- 
ing houses the level of employment was much the 
same as in 1921, there being large seasonal fluctua- 
tions in both vears. The leather industries gvener- 
ally were not as fully employed as in the pr eceding 
year, although considerable recovery was indicated 
during the autumn and early winter. The ten- 
dency “during the greater part of the vear, however, 
was unfavourable, w hereas during 1921 it had been 
steadily upward, the gains then indicating revival 
from the marked depression that had existed during 
the latter part of 1920. 

Pulp and paper manufacturers registered con- 
siderable expansion; the tendency was consistently 
favourable until the close of November, and pre- 
sented a marked contrast to the downward trend in- 
dicated during the greater part of 1921. Activity 
in the rubber group remained low, the index number 
at its peak in June, 1922, standing at 776 only. 
This was slightly above the highest point reached 
in 1921, but the general situation did not show 
much change in that comparison. The marked 
recovery in building operations exerted a strong 1n- 
fluence in the clay, glass, and stone division, the 
index number gaining some 28 points between 
January and the beginning of December. During 
the latter month, however, reduced activity was In- 
dicated. Glass, brick, and cement concerns were 
decidedly busier than in the preceding year. A 
distinctly favourable tendency was evidenced in the 
production of electric current, while electrical appa- 
ratus manufacturers also reported substantial gains. 
Employment in the iron and steel industries gener- 
ally was more stable than in the preceding year; 
the month-end shutdowns in the railway car shops, 
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which periodically caused large losses in the group 
during 1921, were much less frequent in 1922, 
Greatly increased production was also recorded in 
automobile factories, although shortage of coal and 
of supplies affected the situation to some extent 
during the summer. Rolling and forging mills, 
agricultural implement works, car shops, and several 
other divisions of the industry were much more 
fully employed than in 1921. On the other hand, 
shipyards reported curtailment of operations. The 
tendency in non-ferrous metal concerns was up- 
ward on the whole, although employment did not 
reach a high level during the year. Manufac- 
turers of petroleum products were moderately busy. 


MINING. 


The tendency in the mining division was upward 
during 1922, although the long continued strikes in 
the western coal fields affected employment consider- 
ably. The metallic ore mines in Ontario and in 
British Columbia were more fully engaged than 
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during the preceding year, there being almost un- 
interrupted though rather moderate expansion. 
Asbestos mining in Quebec and quarrying in Quebec, 
Ontario, and Nova Scotia was more active during 
the summer, partly in sympathy with the extension 


of building operations. 
TRANSPORTATION, 

Employment in the transportation industries 
generally was in greater volume than during 1921, 
partly a reflection of returning prosperity. Ship- 
ping and stevedoring afforded considerable employ- 
ment during the whole year, in spite of the violent 
fluctuations to which the group is subject. The 
index number at its peak in November stood about 
100 points higher than at the same period of 1921. 
Steady advances were recorded on steam railways, 
especially in the prairie district. Activity on street 
and electric railways was well maintained, although 
reductions in pay roll were indicated during the last 
three months of the year.

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FRENCH WEST AFRICA. 


DEVELOPMENT OF COTTON, WOOL AND OIL. 


H.M. Consul-General at Dakar has, in the 
course of a dispatch dated 15th January, sent 





a summary of an address delivered by the 
Governor-General of French West Africa (M. 


Merlin) at the opening of the annual meet- 
ing of the Government Council at Dakar. The 
Governor-General dealt particularly with the pro- 
jects for developing French West Africa for raising 
cotton and wool. He said that his recent visit to 
France had been most fruitful in the settlement of 
the various questions affecting the French Colonies 
in West Africa which he had discussed with the 
Ministry, with the Chamber of Deputies, and with 
the commercial and industrial centres, as also in the 
promises of support which he had received in the 
execution of the many proposals which he had made 
for the development of the West African Posses- 
sions, particularly regarding the raising therein of 
cotton and wool. In concert with the Chamber of 
Commerce at Turcoing, he had discussed projects 
which were in course of realisation for the establish- 
ment of large scale cotton plantations in the basin 











of the Niger, and of farms for the breeding of 
Merino sheep of pure race in that of the Sénégal 
River. It was felt that both these schemes would 
result in conditions tending to render France, and 
French cotton and wool manufacturers, more and 
more independent of foreign sources of supply of 
these raw materials. Through the Ministry of 
Yommerce he had succeeded in placing on a work- 
ing basis, with financial groups representing tex- 
tiles and oil products, the question of advances 
which the latter would be prepared to make for the 
purpose of establishing cotton producing stations 
in the Valley of the Niger, of ground-nut stations 
in Sénégal, and of palm-produce stations on the 
Ivory Coast and in Dahomey. The former group 
had undertaken to advance for the textile stations 
34 million frs., whilst the latter group had agreed 
to a contribution of 8 millions for the development 
of oil products. These sums were to be placed at the 
disposal of the Administration in the early months 
of the present year. An arrangement had also been 
made with the Banque de l’Afrique Occidentale for 
a loan without interest amounting to from 4 to 6 
millions of francs to be devoted to experiments in the 
cultivation of irrigated cotton in the Niger Valley. 
The Governor-General emphasised the fact that the 
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most important scheme claiming his attention was 
that of experimenting in the cultivation of irrigated 
cotton in the Niger Valley. He said that a commis- 
sion had been working for the last six months upon 
the details and would remain on the spot until next 
June. The Compagnie de Culture Cotonniére du 
Niger was engaged at Diré in experiments with 
Kgyptian cotton which had given encouraging 
results, both from quantity obtained per hectare 
and length of staple. A concession of 2,000 hectares 
had been granted to this association, of which 600 
hectares had already been planted out. Other com- 
panies, he added, had deveted their efforts to the 
cultivation of dry-ground (as distinct from irri- 
gated) cotton, with good results. 


RAILWAYS. 


M. Merlin went on to say that he had deposited 
in the hands of the Minister for the Colonies a 
scheme for the renewal and repair of existing rail- 
ways, rolling stock, and material, requiring a loan 
of 55 millions, which, he believed, would be voted 
by the French Chambers this year. Of this sum, 
21 million frs. would be devoted to the purposes 
mentioned, 17 millions to the prolongation of the 
Ivory Coast Railway, 34 millions to. port and river 
improvement in Ivory Coast and High Sénégal, 
7 millions to sanitation and water supply at Dakar 
and Rufisque, and 64 millions to miscellaneous 
purposes, 

In relation to the working of the railways in 1921, 
whilst the total length.of line in use was 2,134 kilo- 
metres, receipts amounted to 22,435,000 frs. and 
expenditure to 20,557,000 frs., leaving a profit of 
nearly 2 million frs. 

While in France, said the Governor-General, 
he had been approached by strong financial asso- 
ciations in reference to the extension and exploita- 
tion of the port of Dakar, and to improvement at 
Port Etienne undertaken with a view to transform- 
ing the latter into a large and important fishing 
station. These proposals were receiving careful 
attention. 


FINANCIAL POSITION. 


In spite of the world crisis, the trade of French 
West Africa would be: found to have reached in 
1922 a total of 700 millions of frs., equally divided 
between imports and exports. Up tc 30th Septem- 
ber last exports amounted to 353,000. tons, 48,000 
more than during 1921 and 29,000 more than in 
the same period of 1920. The following exports 
might be anticipated for the entire year :—Ground- 
nuts, 260,000 tons; palm-products, 45,000 tons; 
palm-oil, 17,000 tons; mahogany, 70,000 tons; 
cocoa, 2,500 tons; and gum arabic, 3,800 tons. 
Customs revenue had been considerably influenced 
by the improved commercial situation. To 30th 
November it amounted to 48,247,000 frs., exceed- 
ing already the estimate for the entire year. It was 
thought that by the end of December the total 
would amount to 51 or 52 millions, a result which 
would create a surplus of from 5 to 7 million frs. 

The financial situation was also extremely favour- 
able. The general Budget of 1921 showed a surplus 
of receipts over expenditure of 4,139,000 frs. With 
regard to the railways, the balance sheets of 1921 
showed :—Ivory Coast line, a surplus of 614,000; 
Thies-Kayes line, a surplus of 204,000; Conakry- 
Niger line, a surplus of 821,000. The entire funds 
of these railways now reached a sum of 4,173,000 
frs., and they had entirely repaid to the Adminis- 
tration all advances made to them. The port of 
Dakar had only absorbed 1,500,000 out of the 
2,000,000 frs. subvention assigned to it in the 
general Budget. On the whole, the Colony of 
Sénégal showed a surplus of 1,400,000 frs. Receipts 
and expenditure in 1922 continue normal, and the 
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Customs surplus estimated for the preceding year 
would doubtless be largely exceeded. On 30th June 
last the reserve fund of the general Budget stood 
at 45,101,000 frs. French West Africa was there- 
fore in a position to face with equanimity all its 
financial engagements. 

In conclusion, M. Merlin discussed the recently 
adopted measures which had been taken against the 
re-appearance of bubonic plague, which measures 
had resulted last year in this Colony in the capture 
and destruction of 650,000 rats. The Institute of 
Hygiene was opened last June, at which 55,000 
gratuitous consultations had taken place, and at the 
neighbouring native Creche and Maternity Hospital 
578 native women had received aid in a few months, 
and 311 children had been born. A large number 
of young native midwives were in course of train- 
ing there for service in the interior. The establish- 
ment of a Pasteur Institute for the preparation of 
all kinds of serums required in French West 
Africa, as well for men as for animals, was now an 
acconrplished fact. In connection with this Institu- 
tion M. Merlin said that he should feel proud H 
one day, thanks to such measures, remedies might 
be found for other ills which still constituted the 
chief wounds from which humanity suffered.

Great Britain was Canada’s best customer last 
vear, states the Superintendent of Emigration for 
Canada in London. Figures issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics show that the value 
of Canadian exports to the United Kingdom during 
1922 was over 34 million dollars higher than exports 
of Canadian goods to the United States. Canada 
sold goods to the United Kingdom valued at 
374,751,894 dols., and to the United States 
340,156,247 dols. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The representative in London of the Irving Bank- 
Columbia Trust Company has been advised by cable 
from New York that business in silk and cotton 
goods, woollens and worsteds, is very encouraging. 
Leather and leather goods are also in fair request. 
Collections, however, are not quite satisfactory. 
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Exhibitions and Fairs. 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


STRIKING REVIVAL OF BUSINESS. 


The optimistic feeling with which the 1923 
British Industries Fair opened, as compared with 
the depressing conditions prevailing in 1922, has 
been well justified by the results up to the time of 
going to press. The much better tone prevailing 
throughout, the wider character and the larger 
amount of business doing, and the much greater 
number of enquiries forthcoming, have been 
extremely gratifying to the organisers of the Fair 
as well as to exhibitors. Great confidence is being 
placed, too, in the probability of the numerous en- 
quiries, which have been generally of a more definite 

nature than was the case last year, resulting in sub- 
stantial business in the near future. 

Throughout the Fair as a whole both enquiries 
and orders have been numerous and sufficiently 
widely spread, in both the home and overseas 
markets, and among the Sections exhibiting, to in- 
dicate a return to more normal conditions of trade. 
Numerous exhibitors in various Sections of the Fair 
stated that by the end of the first week they had 
done more business than during the whole period of 
the 1922 Fair. Many others spoke hopefully of the 
business likely to result from the new enquiries 
received. 

Of the overseas countries represented by visiting 
buyers Canada has been most in evidence. Among 
the other Dominions, Australia and South Africa 
have also been well represented, and New Zealand, 
Newfoundland, British West Indies, Egypt, Meso- 
potamia, and Kast and West Africa, have sent 
buyers. Although there were few buyer rs from 
India during the opening days of the Fair, there 
was a considerable increase over the week-end, 
and it is understood that useful orders are being 
placed. It is always a matter of extreme difficulty 
to ascertain definitely which Sections are securing 
the larger volume of business, but from such parti- 
culars as we have been able to secure it is certain 
that the turnover in musical instruments, leather 
goods, and pottery has been substantial, especially 
with the Dominions. From the same markets have 

also come considerable orders for cutlery and electro 
plate. 

With regard to Europe quite exceptional activity 
has been shown by buyers from the Netherlands and 
Scandinavia, and many new buyers have visited the 
Fair from Spain. 

The following summary of impressions of busi- 
ness in the various sections may be of interest :— 
General Section.—Numerous enquiries and _ satisfactory 

business. 

Pottery and Glassware.—Satisfactory business, particularly 
in connection with the greatly increased number of en- 
quiries from overseas buyers, among whom the United 
States is understood to have purchased largely. 

Electro-plate and Cutlery.—Business good. Substantial 
orders have been placed for the Australian, South 
African, and Canadian markets, and useful orders for 
erinoid jewellery and valuable orders for cutlery from 
Scandinavia and the United States. 

Scientific and Optical Instruments.—The outlook is most 
satisfactory, a special feature bein the usual trial 
orders from which future business is confidently ex- 
pected. 

Chemical Plant.—From the number of ‘‘ Sold ’’ tickets 
shown on the exhibits it is obvious that useful business 
has been secured in this Section. 

Toys and Games.—Considerable improvement over last year 
and general satisfaction has been expressed with the 
improved outlook. 

Sports Goods.—While quieter conditions prevail in this 
Section, it is understood that there was consider- 
able improvement over the week-end, and useful busi- 
ness was confidently anticipated during the present 
week. 
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Stationery and Printing.—Business rather quiet, but cer- 
tain firms express themselves as highly delighted with 
the orders taken. Among the markets in which new 
customers have been secured are Canada, the Nether- 
lands, and Portugal. 


Druggists’ Sundries.—Business has been excellent both from 
the point of view of orders and enquiries for running 
orders. Overseas markets of special evidence in this 
Section are Canada, the Netherlands, and Japan. 

Chemicals.—General satisfaction Many enquiries and 
useful orders from new customers. The countries mani- 
festing most interest are the Dominions generally, 
Sweden, and Czecho-Slovakia. 

Leather Goods.—Suitable improvement in business.

Brushware.—Business reported excellent. 

Basketware.—Surprisingly good. It is understood that the 
Netherlands have shown particular interest in this 
Section. 

Fancy Goods.—Exhibitors appear pleased with general 
results. No indications as to particular markets. 

Furniture.—Patchy. On the whole quiet. 

Musical Instruments.—Particularly good. World-wide en- 
quiries. Marked increase in the home demand, and 
good orders from Scandinavia, the Netherlands, and 
the Dominions. 


Overseas markets generally are showing wide- 
spread interest by the placement of orders and the 
making of enquiries. As to the larger home demand 
no doubt part of it may be traced to the recent in- 
crease in the coal and shipping trades in South 
Wales and other parts of the United Kingdom. 


A Few Items. 


Among the orders of which fairly definite in- 
formation has been received are the following :— 


A new United States customer placed a £700 order with 
a brushware exhibitor. 

An exhibitor in the Leather Goods Section received orders 
from new customers on the second day of the Fair from 
Canada and Madeira. 

A Netherlands firm is known to have placed useful orders 
for perambulators and basket and wicker-work. 

A firm exhibiting in the Stationery Section secured a 
£1,000 order as the sequel to enquiries made by a new custo- 
mer at the 1922 Far. 

An exhibitor in the Jewellery Section volunteered the 
statement that he had done more business during the first 
week of this Fair than during the whole period of the 
1921 and 1922 Fairs, practically all with new customers. 

An exhibitor in the Fancy Leather Goods Section has 
opened new business with the following foreign countries: 
Spain, Italy, Norway, Sweden, the Netherlands, the United 
States, Argentina, Germany, France, and Japan, and in 
the Dominions with Australia, Canada, South Africa, India, 
and the British West Indies. 

American and Canadian departmental stores have placed 
good orders for cane and wicker furniture. 

A cash order for £5,000 was placed with a leather goods 
exhibitor by a firm in Mexico City. 

In the Toy Goods Section an exhibitor secured a £300 
order from a single line of mascot dolls.

FOREIGN SAMPLES EXHIBITION AT 
LEEDS. 

An Exhibition of Foreign Samples, particulars 
of which were given in the ‘* Journal ”’ of 15th 
February (page 198), was held in the Philosophical 
Hall, Park Row, Leeds, on Thursday and Friday, 
2°nd and 23rd February. 

The Exhibition was organised by the Department 
of Overseas Trade and the Leeds Chamber of Com- 
merce, and during the two days the samples were 
inspected by 175 manufacturers from Leeds and 
district. 

Samples to the number of 517 and catalogues 
totalling 180 were lent to firms at the termination 
of the Exhibition and thirty-three enquiries re- 
questing commercial assistance with respect to 
trade in overseas markets were handed to the 
officials in charge of the Hxhibition. 

The large range of soaps, collected in twenty-four 
importing countries and representing the manufac- 
tures of twenty-one foreign competitive countries, 
proved of considerable value to the Yorkshire soap 
manufacturers, many of whom sent their chemists 
and technical experts considerable distances to care- 
fully inspect the samples. One firm borrowed the 
whole collection at the termination of the Exhibi- 
tion. Two small ranges of heavy footwear received 
only three days previously from Belgium and Hol- 
land were on view, and justified the ‘close attention 
of the Leeds boot manufacturers, who at the pre- 
sent time are experiencing a good deal of slackness 
in their export trade.

and export trade with East Africa, and in the case ef Japaa 
the growing popularity of her unbleached piece-geeds, 
shipped through India, and the large amount of Magadi 
soda taken by that country, have increased Japan’s interest 
in Kast Africa. 

On the other side of the picture, as was to be expected, 
belgian glassware and cement has made its appearance; but 
in considering this question of competition the whole matter 
turns upon Germany. The reintroduction of long German 
credit in East Africa, although comiaenced, has not been 
continued, and it therefore comes down to the question 
as to how long Germany will have the enormous advantage 
in price which she now enjoys. Another point in Germany's 
favour is that even with her present-day difficulties she will, 
as a general rule, give quotations c.i.f., and often ‘“‘ delli- 
vered duty paid warehouse ’’ against competing British 
manufacturers’ quotations of so much f.o.b. plus so much 
per cent. The main German firms trading on this coast 
before the war have already fixed up agencies with East 
African firms, and, in addition, are still in touch with their 
old Indian brokers. Kast African importers are, of course, 
bound to be nervous of placing orders for long date deli- 
veries with Germany owing to the gradual rise in the prices 
of German goods following the internal inflation of the 
mark, 


Goons: QvuALity SECONDARY TO Cost. 


For the merchant and manufacturer who intends to take 
up trade with East Africa it cannot be too strongly insisted 
that it is the imitial cost of goods that is the important point, 
quality being a secondary consideration, and that is why 
British goods, even though superior to their competitors in 
quality and efficiency, are often put out of the market by a 
cheaper article. It is known that British manufacturers 
have not neglected the question of mass production, but 
even so, this point of initial price will, in practically every 
case, be the dominating factor as to whether an article will 
sell or no. 

In connection with this point it is also important to re- 
member that the great trade of this area is that in the goods 
which the native uses; the number of Europeans is only 
approximately 12,000, and, moreover, a large proportion of 
these, who are able to make frequent passages home, stock 
themselves while in the United Kingdom. 

It is unpleasant when thinking of the world wide British 
reputation for quality and efficiency to have to point out 
that in this native trade those two conditions fall far short 
in importance of the primary point of price, but if the 
United Kingdom is to increase its share of Kast African 
trade to any extent that question will undoubtedky have to 
be faced.

DENMARK. 


UNEMPLOYMENT AND IN 
1922. 
(From the Commercial Secretary te H.M. Legation.) 
CoPpENHAGEN. 

Unemployment was at its worst in Denmark in abeut 
February last year, but decreased steadily during the en- 
suing months, and conditions showed a considerable im- 
provement after the conclusion in April of the great labour 
conflict. A seasonal increase in unemployment occurred 
during the latter months of the year, but conditions did not 
become so unfavourable as they were twelve months pre- 
viously. 

Imports into the country of the principal commodities 
showed a considerable increase in nearly all cases during 
1922 as compared with 1921. 

The 1922 grain harvest was very satisfactory, the outturn 
exceeding that of either of the two previous years, while 
the root harvest attained about normal proportions 

The agricultural position generally is considered quite 
satisfactory, a contributory factor being the reduction of 
working costs to a more reasonable level.

METHODS OF BUSINESS: BRITISH 
AND FOREIGN. 


Criticisms have frequently been made regarding the 
methods adopted by British business men when trying to 
open up selling markets in France and Algeria, but it is 
with regret that one must state that these criticisms have 
had little effect and they must again be emphasised. The 
prospects of a revival of trade make this doubly necessary, 
states the British Vice-Consul at Algiers*, and it must be 
emphasised that United Kingdom manufacturers are not 
likely to compete successfully in this market unless some 
effort is made to comply with local conditions. The fol- 
lowing criticisms are made generally, for different trades 
have different methods, and some old-established firms have 
so satisfied their customers that no suggestions are neces- 
sary :— 

PRICES. 

(1) In the majority of cases prices are too high. In 
making this statement cost prices are being considered, and 
the rate of exchange is not seriously taken into account. 
It is, of course, impossible for any merchant to control 
the rate of exchange, but the depreciation of the franc is 
not such a great deterrent as is frequently supposed. 
Most retail prices have risen proportionately with the fall 
of the franc and the real hindrance to international business 
is not the loss in the purchasing value of the franc, but the 
fluctuations in that value. 

In many cases freights are still too high. From her 
geographical position Great Britain must necessarily labour 
under a disadvantage when compared with France, Italy 
and Spain. 

In other cases manufacturers will only sell through 
middlemen, thus raising prices anything up to 15 per cent. 
This practice may reasonably become serious in the future 
as traders in Germany, Holland, etc., are developing their 
own forwarding organisations to cut out the middleman’s 
profits. This, of course, must not be taken as a categorical 
statement and can only apply to certain trades. 

(2) In spite of reiterated warnings, British manufacturers 
will not quote c.i.f. prices in francs. As stated in (1) it 
is the fluctuations of the exchange that impede business. 
Someone must take the risk ; if the buyer will not and the 
seller will not, no business will be done. British dealers 
do not appear to realise that the whole tenor of business 
has changed during the last few years. The foreign buyer 
has no need now to search for manufacturers willing to 
supply him with the article he wants ; he now has a vast 
choice of merchants pressing him to accept their wares. 
Generally speaking, with the exception of Jewish business 
men and in certain trades, the foreign buyer chooses the 
safe deal and accepts the c.i.f. currency offer. If the 
British trader will not quote in francs he can only blame 
himself and his lack of foresight and courage for his failure 
to do business ; if he will not quote c.i.f. it is his lack of 
energy that is responsible. It is worthy of note that the 
Germans who, a few months ago, quoted at works plus 
- packing charges changed suddenly to f.o.b. delivery, and 
now ¢.i.f. quotations are the general rule. 


CATALOGUES. 


(3) Catalogues and correspondence are usually in English. 
It is a long-standing complaint that the majority of British 
catalogues are printed in English with English weights 
and measurements. This is particularly noticeable in the 
machinery and metal trades. The French market should 
be of sufficient size to warrant the trouble and expense of 
printing in French, but, with the exception of certain 
excellent advertising media—which unfortunately are 
rarely distributed to the right quarters—few British cata- 
logues have any other effect than to fill waste paper 
baskets. In correspondence also this same fault prevails. 


LocaAL CONDITIONS. 


(4) The local market is not studied. Although the busi- 
ness conditions are very similar to those of France, it is bad 
policy to consider Algeria as part of France and to endeavour 
to do business with France as an intermediary. This may

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have been possible before the war but a decided tendency 
is now noticeable to do business direct, and this tendency 
is worthy of consideration. 

British manufacturers who have produced a certain class 
of goods profitably for many years are frequently not 
disposed to study anything new even if it is analogous 
to the article they manufacture. Disinclination to alter 
the form of manufacture and fears of initial costs being too 
high are prevalent. The German trader is more alive 
to the needs of the market. He always insists on hearing 
of all novelties, and on being informed as to the doings 
of his competitors, and when he sees a novelty he at once 
calculates the prospects of reducing prices by producing 
quantities. 

Many British firms insist that samples shall be paid for 
whilst Continental firms, as a rule, do not. If the agent 
must pay for samples on receipt, he must make cash ad- 
vances on @ commission not yet earned ; he must carry the 
samples at his own expense and, if finally they deteriorate, 
must bear the loss. The principal is usually richer than 
the agent and he should, generally speaking, bear a larger 
part of the risk and expense. The manufacturers’ demand 
that samples should be paid for is quite understandable ; 
so often nothing further is heard after the sending. This, 
however, means either that there is no business, when the 
manufacturer should bear at least some part of the loss, 
or that the agent is useless. 


REFERENCES. 


British firms always ask their buyers for references: 
preferably bank references, whereas it is customary with 
Continental firms to make private enquiries as to the 
standing of the persons with whom they wish to do business. 
This proceeding of British firms causes a good deal of 
irritation, especially with old-established firms of good 
standing. There are interesting cases on record. One of 
the best firms in Algiers wished to give a small order with 
a view to finding out ultimate costs. The goods were to 
be paid for in the United Kingdom before dispatch and, in 
spite of this, the British firm asked for bank references. The 
buyer suggested that, since payment was to be made before 
dispatch, the British firm should provide the references ; 
however, no business was done. It is not for a moment 
suggested that proper enquiries should not be made, but 
it is of importance that they should be made in a way 
unlikely to offend. As a matter of fact, many firms do 
not make sufficient enquiries and seem to forget that there 
are always a large number of small business men who, 
whilst not actively dishonest, have ideas of commercial 
morality below the average. Many British firms also 
allow themselves to sign contracts which are utterly 
useless and which contain clauses inacceptable to French 
law. Arbitration also is a matter which requires careful 
study as to its efficacy, although the position of British 
traders in this respect has been considerably strengthened 
by a decision of the Civil Tribunal of the Seine, on 10th 
February, 1922, which makes an important distinction in 
favour of the decisions of a British arbitration over 
those of a British court. 

Another example of failure to study local conditions 1s 
that the rates of commission fixed are frequently too low 
and compare unfavourably with the current rates. Manu- 
facturers who do a steady trade in the home markets and 
with colonies, where large quantities are handled, accord 
long-established rates of commission which yield a fair 
income to the agents, but this is different in small markets 
where the expenses are quite as high. Commissions vary 
according to the article ; in some articles such as textiles, 
the commissions allowed by British firms are satisfactory, 
but in others it is a fair estimate to say that, whereas 
British commissions on f.o.b. and f.o.r., or at works, average 
3 to 3 per cent. on sundries and 5 per cent. on machinery, 
some firms, principally German, allow 1 to 5 per cent. on 
sundries and 10 per cent. on machinery, and these rates are 
usually on c.i.f. prices. Moreover, many manufacturers 
are willing to pay for all postages and telegrams, but the 
majority of British firms refuse to do this. 

Finally, many United Kingdom traders write business 
letters in an inadequate manner, omitting definite state- 
ments and fundamental facts. 

As previously stated, these criticisms are made generally 
and in some trades are inapplicable, but it cannot be too 
much urged that, unless British traders amend their 
methods of business, they will never be able to enter this 
market with any degree of success. This emphasis is the 
more necessary in view of the prospects of a revival of 
trade and in view of the fact that the high duties applied to 
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German productions are not likely to prevent that country 
from successfully competing against British products. As 
an example the following may be cited :—A British-made 
chemical costing c.i.f. 3.40 frs. per kilog. plus the duty 
of 10 frs. multiplied by coefficient 6 per hundred kilogs. 
costs only 30 centimes less than the German-made article, 
the duty on the latter being 40 frs. multiplied by coefficient 
6, or 2.40 frs. per kilog. The duty is four times as high 
but the price is only 30 centimes more, and whereas the 
British firm allows 3 per cent. commission the German 
allows 5 per cent. 
ADVERTISING. 


Advertising as a science or an art is in its infancy in 
Algeria and one is particularly struck by the absence of 
any sort of originality. The tax on advertisements has 
probably had an unfavourable effect, but, even when posters 
are displayed, they are not of a type either to interest, 
please or amuse. The French or Algerian sense of humour 
is a very different thing from the British sense of humour, 
and advertisements which may be a success in the United 
Kingdom would not necessarily be a success here, but 
nevertheless, they should have more success than the 
average poster exhibited where no serious attempt appears 
to have been made at either art or humour. Advertising 
is, on the whole, limited to a few large firms, principally 
soaps and liquors, and the unity system of displaying 
consistently the same poster is usually adopted.

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PARAGUAY. 


REGULATIONS AS TO CONSULAR 
INVOICES, BILLS OF LADING, AND 
GENERAL MANIFESTS. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign 
Office, copy and translation of a Decree of the Paraguayan 
Government (No. 15402, dated 14th November, 1922) re- 
gulating the compilation of Consular Invoices, Bills of 
Lading, and General Manifests, in substitution for Decree 
No. 14326 of 7th January, 1922,* the enforcement of which 
was suspended owing to the inability of transport com- 
panies to comply with its requirements. In forwarding 
these documents, H.M. Representative at Asuncion reports 
that in the new Decree the feature of the former Decree 
which gave rise to the most serious complaints (viz., the 
provision making transport companies responsible for the 
declaration of the contents and nature of packages en- 
trusted to them for delivery) has been removed, but that in 
one or two other respects the provisions of the new Decree, 
it is feared, may cause difficulty, delay, and expense to 

importers in general. 

The new Decree was to come into force, generally, on 
Ist January, 1923, but it is provided that, so far as con- 
cerns overseas cargo dispatched for Paraguay before Ist 
February, 1923, strict compliance with the requirements 
of the Decree will not be exacted as regards the legalised 
invoices, but that rigorous compliance will be demanded in 
respect of any cargo that reaches Paraguayan ports as 
from Ist May, 1923. 

As regards Consular invoices, the Decree prescribes the 
form to be used by shippers, and lays down that they are 
to be drawn up in the Spanish language. When filled up, 
the invoices are to be legalised by the Paraguayan Consul 
at the place of origin of the cargo, the place of shipment, 
at the last place of transhipment abroad, by the nearest 
Paraguayan Consul, or other functionary authorised for 
the purpose. Only one consignment may be included in 
one invoice; and in declaring the contents of the packages, 
specific terms must be used, generalisations such as ‘‘ fuel,”’ 
‘‘iron,’’ ‘‘ metal,’’ ‘‘ cereals,’’ ‘‘ hardware,’’ ‘‘ mercery,’’ 
‘* groceries,’’ etc., being prohibited. In the case of manu- 
factured goods, the component material must be stated, 
and also its state of elaboration. Declaration is required 
of the fact of admixture or alloy in dealing with articles 
consisting of mixtures or alloys, such as textiles and metal 
products. As regards the value, the real cost of each line 
of merchandise declared in the invoice must be declared, 
including in said cost that of the respective container, in 
the currency of the country where the merchandise was 
purchased for shipment to Paraguay. In the case of goods 
on consignment, the value to be declared is the real value 
in the current money of the country (at the date of the 
shipment) where they were for the first time embarked for 
araguay. Freight, insurance, and other charges are also 
to be declared. 

The provisions of the Decree as regards invoices apply 
also in respect of parcels (whether sent by rail or vessel) 
weighing over 20 kilogs., or of a value of over 40 dols. gold 
(including all packing, insurance, freight, etc., charges to 
the place of destination). 

For the clearance of goods there must be presented, in 
addition to the legalised invoice, the original or negotiable 
copy of the bill of lading, prepared in accordance with 
Article 10 of the Decree and endorsed with the order for 
delivery of the respective transport company, or by its 
agent or representative.

BELGIUM—POLAND. 


COMMERCIAL TREATY. 

The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign 
Office a copy of a Commercial Treaty, signed at Brussels on 
30th December, 1922, between Belgium (including Luxem- 
burg) and Poland. The Treaty will come into force fifteen 
days after the exchange of ratifications. It is concluded 
for one year, and if not denounced at the end of that time 
will be tacitly renewed for an indefinite period subject to 
three months’ notice of denunciation. 


The Treaty provides for reciprocal most-favoured-nation 
treatment in the case of nationals of either Contracting 
Party established and carrying on business in the territory 
of the other, in regard to their rights and interests, their 
legal position, and their property, movable and immovable. 


Civil and commercial companies established in accord- 
ance with the Laws of the one country and having their 
head office therein may establish branches and agencies and 
carry on business in the other country. Exception is made 
in the case of insurance or financial companies or others of 
general utility which are subject to special restrictions 
applicable to those of all countries. These companies, once 
admitted in accordance with the legislation in force, are 
not to be subjected to any tax, contribution, or other fiscal 
levy other or higher than those imposed on national com- 
panies. Further, the nationals or companies of one of the 
Contracting Parties, in the exercise of their business or 
trade in the territory of the other, are not to be subjected 
to any dues, taxes, transport tariffs, imposts, restrictions 
of price‘or sale, or charges of any kind, which are other or 
more onerous than those to which nationals are subjected. 


Internal taxes or dues levied for account of the State or 
other public institution which affect the production and 
preparation of goods or the consumption of an article in 
the territory of one of the Contracting Parties may not be 
levied on the produce or goods of the other party in a more 
disadvantageous manner than on native goods of the same 
kind or on those of the most-favoured-nation. Products of 
the soil or industry originating in and coming from the 
justoms territory of one of the Parties imported into the 
Customs territory of the other, and destined either for con- 
sumption, warehousing, re-export, or transit, are to be 
accorded most-favoured-nation treatment, and the same 
treatment is reciprocally provided for in regard to goods 
exported to the territory of either Party. 


Bach Party agrees to grant immediately and uncondi- 
tionally to the other any favour, privilege, or reduction of 
duty which it has granted or may grant either permanently 
or temporarily to any third nation. Exception to this ‘is 
made in the case of privileges granted to adjoining States 
to facilitate frontier traffic, special favours resulting from a 
Customs or economic union, and the provisional Customs 
regime in force ‘between the Polish and German parts of 
Upper Silesia. (in connection with these provisions the 
two Parties agree that it would be contrary to the spirit of 
‘the Treaty to impose on account of depreciated currency 
any surtaxes or coefficients of increase on import duties on 
the produce or goods of the other party unless these were 
also imposed in the case of all other countries.) 


The Treaty contains the usual provisions regarding com- 
nrercial travellers, who must be furnished with ‘‘ legitima- 
tion cards’’ in conformity with a model annexed to the 
Treaty, and in regard to samples. Full reciprocal freedom 
of transit is accorded. 


National treatment is to be accorded to vessels in regard 
to taxes and dues of whatever kind, levied for account of 
the Government or public administration, etc., and also in 
regard to cargoes. The two Parties reserve the right to 
restrict ‘coasting trade, fishing in territorial waters, tug- 
boat and other port services to national vessels. 


Pmigration companies duly authorised in one country are 
‘to enjoy in the territory of the other the same rights, 
privileges, immunities, and exceptions in all respects as 
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similar undertakings of the most-favoured-nation. Such 
companies may appoint a Belgian or Polish national indis- 
criminately as official representative. Emigration agents 
authorised in the one country are to enjoy national treat- 
ment in the other in everything concerning authorisations, 
taxes, and facilities, whatever may be the port of embarka- 
tion of the emigrants. Further, the Belgian Government 
assures to Polish emigrants whether in Belgium or on 
board ship the same protection as is accorded to Belgian 
emigrants. 

So long as the measures restricting the export of capital 
are in force in Poland the Polish Government agrees to 
authorise Belgian companies or firms, or Polish companies 
or firms in which Belgian capital is invested, carrying on 
business in Poland to export freely from Poland any sums 
which may be necessary for the payment of dividends, share 
coupons, interest, re-imbursement of loans, or other debts. 





GERMANY—FINLAND. 





ECONOMIC AGREEMENT. 

The Provisional Economic Agreement between Germany 
and Finland which was signed at Berlin on 21st April, 1922, 
has now been ratified by the President of Fmland. It will 
come into force on the exchange of ratifications and will 
remain in force for one year, and after the lapse of that 
period will be tacitly renewed subject to three montis’ 


notice of denunciation. 


The first eleven articles regulate the reciprocal treatment 
of Commercial Travellers and their samples on the usual 
lines. Travellers may carry on their ordinary activities 
provided they are in possession of the requisite ‘* legitima- 
tien ”’ card issued by the competent authorities of their 
respective countries. Should either of the contracting 
parties impose special dues or charges on such activities, 
the nationals of the other Party are to be accorded most- 
favoured-nation treatment. Samples may be imported 
free of duty provided that their re-export within the regu- 
lation period is guaranteed, and their export within this 
period will also be duty free. 


Article 12 provides for reciprocal national treatment of 
shipping and cargoes in regard to State dues and fees 
and the use of quays and harbours. In regard to other 
shipping duties and charges most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment is granted. Exceptions to this are : — 


1. Special privileges accorded, or in future to be accorded, 
to the home fisheries’ products ; 


2. Coasting traffic, with the exception, however, in regard 
to Finnish coasting trade, of traffic to Petchenga ; 


3. Privileges accorded, or in future to be accorded, to 
navigation between Finland and Sweden North of 
58 degrees latitude. 


Any extension of rights in this connection which may be 
granted by one of the Contracting Parties to a third State 
will apply automatically to the other Contracting Party. 


Article 13 provides for national treatment of goods on 
railways. 

Article 14 provides that no Customs or transit charges 
shall be made on goods in transit, except charges for super- 
vision and storing. 


Article 17 enumerates certain exceptions to the most- 
favoured-nation rights accorded by the Agreement. These 


are :-— 


(a) Privileges accorded by either party to a third State 
on the ground of a Customs Union already or in 
future to be established ; 


(b) Privileges accorded in frontier traffic ; 


(c) Privileges aceorded by Finland to Esthonia. 


The Finnish Ministry for Foreign Affairs have in the 
meantime issued an Order, which is to be valid until the 
coming into force of the Agreement, regulating the treat- 
ment of German ships ‘and cargoes in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 12, and also instituting the excep- 
tions to most-favoured-nation treatment enumerated in 


Article 17 (a) and (c).

The figures given above for the numbers and tonnage of 
vessels in the Poreiga Trade arriving at and departing 
from the ports of the United Kingdom include vessels in 
ballast as well as vesse rs carrying cargo to or from this 
country. Vessels the discharge of which took place at 
more than one port are recorded at each of the ports of 
discharge, and similarly for vessels loading for abroad. 
The total number of the vessels arriving in the United 
Kingdom with carga from abroad during January was 
3,891, and their aggregate net tonnage 3,899,846. The 
vessels which left with cargo for other countries numbered 
4,828, and had an aggregate net tonnage of 5,280,533. The 
form in which the particulars regarding the countries 
from and to which these vessels were trading have been 
presented in the Monthly Accounts of Trade and Naviga- 
tion fer January, and shows the great relative importance of 
the shipping movement between this country and European 
ports. About 45 per cent. of the tonnage entered with 
cargoes in January and about 55 per cent. of the tonnage 
cleared with cargoes was so entered or cleared from or to 
ports on the Continent or in the Mediterranean Sea. 
Europe and the Atlantic coast of. North America together 
accounted for as much as 70 per cent. of the movement both 
inwards and outwards.

SOUTH AFRICA. 





UNION RAILWAY OPERATIONS AND 
PROSPECTS. 

The total earnings of the rathways of the Union of South 
Africa for the year 1921-22 amounted to £20,807,359, a 
decrease of £2,811,098, or 12 per cent., compared with 
1920-1921, states the ‘‘ South African Railways and Har- 
bours Magazine,’ in a review of the General Manager’s 
Annual Report. The gross working expenditure, including 
depreciation, totalled £17,214,275, which represented a 
reduction of £1,378,461 compared with the previous year. 

Actually, therefore, the earnings showed a surplus of 
£3,593,084 over gross working expenditure, but after pay- 
ment of interest on capital and other charges the net loss 
on the railways amounted to well over one and a-quarter 


million sterling for the year 1921-22. 


It is estimated that a loss of £500,000 was incurred as a 
result of the strikes and civil disturbances on the Wit- 
watersrand in the concluding quarter of the financial year. 
Apart from the disastrous effects of this industrial up- 
heaval, however, there was a general falling off in traffic

and earnings under all important heads compared with 
1920-21. 

The total number of passengers carried was 61,427,474, a 
decrease of 2,641,664 in numbers, with a decline of £692,779 
in revenue. The volume of revenue-earning goods and 
mineral traffic, including coal, receded from roughly 16} 
million tons in 1920-21 to 15} million tons, or by approxi- 
mately 1} -million tons in 1921-22, with a corresponding 
fall in receipts amounting to over £2,100,000. Coal traffic 
alone accounted for 836,347 tons of the diminished volume 
of traffic and for £1,719,735 of the decreased revenue. 
The earnings per train mile were 12s. 8-9d. (a decrease of 
3 per cent.), and per open mile £2,177, a decrease of 12 per 
cent. The percentage return on capital worked out at 
£2 8s. Gd., or roughly 43 per cent., less than in 1920-21. 


ReEpvucED EXPENDITURE. 


On the expenditure side a total reduction of approxi- 
mately 1) million sterling was effected. The chief items of 
expenditure under which savings were brought about in- 
cluded £548,626 on maintenance of permanent way and 
works, £448,345 on running expenses, £447,069 on traffic 
expenses, and £75,192 on cartage services. The expendi- 
ture per train mile was 10s. 6°5d., and per open mile £1,801, 
which was 7) per cent. less than in 1920-21. The ratio of 
expenditure to earnings was 83 per cent. In addition to 
ordinary working expenditure an amount of £1,667,673 was 
contributed to Renewals Fund in respect of depreciation, 
and a sum of £109,568 was expended on. relaying, 
strengthening, etc.

COMPREHENSIVE Nrw CONSTRUCTION 


Perhaps the most notable 
Manager’s Report, states the writer, 
new construction measures authorised 
Session of Parliament, entailing the building of 853 
miles of new lines, at a total estimated capital outlay of 
£4,100,544. It is one of the largest and most comprehen- 
‘sive new construction programmes undertaken in South 
Africa. 

The majority of the lines come under the category of 
agricultural or developing railways, and in this connection, 
more particularly in view of the numerous criticisms in the 
past on the subject of so-called non-paying branch lines, it 
is interesting to turn to other sections of the report and 
to learn that the existing proportion of low-rated traffic 
(i.e., traffic in South African products) is more than 90 per 
cent. of the total goods and mineral traffic conveyed over 
the South African Railways to-day. This in itself is a vin- 
dication of the policy of low rates favouring local pro- 
ducts and of the branch line developments carried out 
since 1910, as far as the restricting influences of the war 
period permitted. Most of the branch lines have grown 
into important traffic tributaries to the main routes, and 
the results ar. to be seen in the increasing quantities of 
Jand products conveyed by rail and the growing export 
trade which has been referred to. 


IK LECTRIFICATION OF NaTtAL MAIN LINE. 


Most of the contracts for the plant and equipment re- 
quired in connection with the electrification of 245 miles 
of track on the Natal Main Line (Glencoe to Maritzburg) 
have been given out and work is proceeding in manufac- 
turers’ works. The foundations for the large power-house 
at Colenso have been started, and it is anticipated that the 
erection of the building will be commenced in May, 1923. 
A number of electric locomotives should be in service about 
June, 1924, while the whole electrification scheme will pro- 
bably be completed early in 1925. 


OveERSEAS PUBLICITY. 


The General Manager reports that in spite of world-wide 
depression the overseas publicity scheme has conferred 
great benefits upon the country. It is estimated that since 
the inauguration of the scheme in 1920 European settlers 
possessing a total capital of over £3,000,000 have been 
attracted to South Africa to engage in agricultural pur- 
suits. Immigrants of this type are a valuable asset, and 
should be specially welcomed in a country like the Union, 
where large areas of fertile lands remain to be opened up. 
The publicity which the overseas scheme has given to the 
products and potentialities of the Union has also helped to 
stimulate its trade, to make its products more widely 
known and sought after, and to familiarise the overseas 
public with the scenic and climatic attractions of South 
Africa as a tourist land.

AUSTRALIA. 


OUTPUT OF GOLD IN 1922. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 








SYDNEY. 

According to a return furnished by the Under Secretary 
for Mines the gold yield in December amounted to 1,550 oz. 
crude, equal to 1,431 oz. fine, valued at £6,082, compared 
with 3,455 oz. crude, equal to 2,987 oz. fine, 
£12,688, for the same month of 1921. 

The production in the year 1922 amounted to 25,222 oz, 
fine, valued at £107,139, as compared with 51,175 oz. fine, 
valued at £217,370 in 1921, and is the lowest recorded since 
the first discovery of payable gold in Australia in 1851. 

The high water mark in this branch of the mining indus- 
try was reached in 1852, when the value of the yield 
amounted to £2,660,946, but this record was closely 
approached ten years later with an output valued at 
£2,467 ,780. 

Prior to the year 1919 the lowest yield recorded was that 
of 1888, when the value was £317,214, but during the years 
1894 to 1907, inclusive, the million mark was exceeded on 
twelve occasions, the pinnacle being reached in 1899, when 
the value was £1,623,320. The revival during this period 
was largely due to the commencement of dredging opera- 
tions. 

The value of the output is computed on the standard price 
of gold, but since 1919 substantial premiums have been 
obtained by the bulk of the producers from the Gold Pro- 
ducers’ Association, Limited, as a result of overseas sales 
of new gold. 

The total amount of premium distributed from the in- 
ception of the Association to 10th October, 1922, to the 
New South Wales members amounted to £152,602. 





GOLD SALES DURING DECEMBER. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has for- 
warded a copy of the usual monthly circular issued to share- 
holders in the Gold Producers’ Association, Ltd. 

The circular states that in December the Association 
sold 150,397 oz. of standard gold, at an estimated net aver- 
age price of £4 1s. 6d., which is equal to £4 8s. lid. per 
oz. of fine gold. The average London price (gross) for the 
same period was £4 Qs. 5d. per oz. fine. The sales include 
gold of the par value of £47,984 supplied to local manufac- 
turing jewellers, etc., during the December quarter, and 
500,000 sovereigns purchased by the Commonwealth Bank. 

As customary, the accounts for the half-year ended 3lst 
December will be kept open until the Association has dis- 
posed of all the gold represented by Mint Certificates 
lodged in that period. The audit will then be completed 
and the final distribution of premium made as expedi- 
tiously as possible.

EXPORT OF CATTLE, PIGS, AND MEAT 
PROHIBITED. 


In virtue of Decrees published in the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge 
for 19th February, the exportation from Belgium of cattle 
and pigs, and meat and offal of these animals, fresh, 
frozen, refrigerated, salted or smoked, with the exception 
of tinned meats, is subject to the requirement of an export 
licence, to be issued by the Ministry of Industry, Labour, 
and Supply.

INCREASE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


In virtue of Article 2 of Law No. 116 of 1922, the duties 
of the Colombian Customs Tariff, fixed by Law 117 of 1913 
as subsequently amended, are to be increased by 10 per 
cent. According to existing Laws, the increase is being 
applied progressively, the full 10 per cent. becoming effec- 
tive as from Ist March. Goods imported through the 
Custom houses of Tumaco and Ipiales are, however, not 
affected.

In order to avoid a detailed examination of goods, the 
Customs declaration must indicate the quality of the 
material according to the classification of the present Tariff, 
as well as the number, length, and width of the pieces of 
each quality. When the width is shown to the nearest inch, 
the average will be taken as basis for calculation. 

Remnants, embroidered materials, mixed with silk or 
artificial silk, tulles, and furnishing fabrics, either imita- 
tion or imitation gobelins, or other kinds, with the excep- 
tion of prints, are not included in the present Tariff. 

The tare allowance for bales remains fixed at 3 per cent. 








ECUADOR. 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


With reference to the notice which appeared under the 
above heading at page 249 of last week’s issue of the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,’’ it should be noted that the 
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rates of duty on certain items specified in the table printed 
in the notice (viz., napkins, ribbons, satins, etc., and 
liquid and toilet seaps) were inadvertently transposed, the 
new rate of duty being primted im the column headed ‘‘ Old 
rate of Import Duty,’’ and the former rate in the column 
headed ‘‘ New rate of Import Duty.’’

FRANCE, 


EXPORT DUTY ON CATTLE BONES 
REDUCED. 

The French “ Journal Officiel ’’ for 22nd February con- 
tains a Presidential Decree, dated 16th Veireary, which 
modifies the duty levied on the exportation of raw cattle 
bones (ex Tariff No. 66) from France. The Decree main- 
tains in force the freedom from export duty of such bones 
when pulverised (bone powder and rasjings, including 
green bone powder) and degelatined (cooked in steam), and 
substitutes the duties shown below for the former export 
duty of 10 francs per 100 kilogs. (gross weight) levied on 
other kinds of such bones : —

The French “ Journal Officiel ’’ for 18th February con- 
tains a Ministerial Decree, dated 17th February, which 
reimposes, as from the former date, the prohibition on the 
export and re-export of sugar (Tariff Nos. 9 and 91) from 
France. 





GERMANY. 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ for 23rd February 
contains a Proclamation, dated 22nd February, which fixes 
at 595,400 per cent., for the period 28th February to 6th 
March, the surtax or ‘‘ agio’”’ levied when the gold duties 
of the German Customs Tariff are paid in paper currency.

GERMANY (OCCUPIED TERRITORIES). 


CUSTOMS DUTIES AND TRADE CONTROL. 

With reference to recent notices in this ‘‘ Journal ’’ re- 
specting economic measures taken by the French and Bel- 
gian Governments in the Occupied Territories of Germany, 
the following statement of the present position in regard 
to Customs duties and the control of imports and exports 
by a licensing system is published for general] information :— 


IMPORTS. 


1. As a temporary measure, imports into the Occupied 
Territories by way of the Western frontier or of the Rhine 
are now subject to a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem. It is, 
however, understood that the German Customs Tariff is 
likely to be reintroduced shortly. Goods consigned from 4 
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euntry other than Germany to the Occupied Territories 
by way of non-occupied Germany are exempt from import 
duty on their entry into the Occupied Territories on pro- 
duction of a certificate of origin, and a receipt for payment 
of Customs duty issued by the German authorities, subject 
to the provisions of Article 5 of Ordinance No. 136 (see 
page 226 of this ‘‘ Jourrial”’ for 15th February). 


2. Goods other than those which are exempted from import 
licence requirement may not be consigned to the Occupied 
Territories, from a country other than Germany, by what- 
ever route the same may be consigned, unless they are 
covered by a licence issued by a Department working under 
the authority of the High Commission. For the areas occu- 
pied by the Allies under the Rhineland Agreement 
annexed to the Treaty of Versailles, licences are issued at 
Bad-Ems by an Inter-Allied Office set up in 1921; for the 
area recently occupied by the French and Belgian troops 
and for the Dusseldorf and Duisburg bridge-heads, a 
separate licence office at Essen has been set up. 

Exports. 

3. Goods other than those exempted from export licence 
requirement may not be exported from the Occupied Terri- 
tories to countries other than Germany except under a 
licence issued by the Offices at Bad-Iems or Essen, as ex- 
plained in paragraph 2. The issue of export licences 1s 
subject to the following conditions :— 


(a) Payment of a licence fee of 3 per mille ad valorem; 


(b) payment of an export duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem, 
which payment must be effected in the currency 
stipulated on the hcence; 


(c) the exporter must enter into a formal undertaking to 
deposit, to the account of the Comité Spécial de la 
Comptabilité Générale de la Haute Commission, the 
prescribed proportion of the foreign valuta to be 
received in payment for the goods “exported. Such 
deposit is reimbursed to the person concerned by 
payment to him of an equivalent sum in paper marks 
at a rate fixed by the above mentioned Committee. 


The price of goods in respect of which an export licence 
is sought must be expressed in “‘ appreciated ’’ foreign cur- 


rency (en devises étrangeres appréciées). ‘‘ Mark ’’ prices 
will only be recognised by way of exception, and, in parti- 


cular, for exports to destinations other than the countries 
specified in the regulations of 13th February. ‘‘ Minimum 
export price ”’ conditions continue to be enforced. 

The foregoing regulations (paragraphs 3 and 4) apply 
to all goods except coal and fuel of all kinds, m respect of 
which applications for licences must still be addressed to the 
Comité des Charbons de la Haute Commission. 

6. As regards the export of goods from the Occupied 
Territories to Uneccugied Germany, reference should be 
made to the notice at page 249 of last week’s issue of this 
‘Journal.’’

. Goods consigned from countries other than Germany to 
i cammied Germany, and sent in transit through the 
Qecupied Territories are subject to import duty on entry 
into the latter, but no further duty is charged when such 
transit goods leave the Occupied Territories. These goods 
are not subject to import and/or export licence formalities 
within the Occupied Territories.

IMPORTATION, SALE, AND POSSESSION 
OF FIREARMS AND OTHER WEAPONS. 
“Le Moniteur ” (Port-au-Prince) for 8th January con- 
tains a Law, dated 22nd December, which provides that all 
persons possessing firearms and other dangerous weapons in

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Hayti must obtain a licence from the police. The importa- 
tion of the following kinds of firearms is permitted, viz. :— 
Revolvers and pistols (other than those mentioned below) ; 
carbines, calibre -22, with lateral percussion (‘‘ short ”’ or 
‘‘ long ”’ calibre); sporting guns; and ammunition for the 
above. The importation of the following kinds of firearms 
is prohibited, viz.:—Automatic revolvers and pistols which 
can be fired from the shoulder; sporting guns with spare 
barrels for ball shot; all kinds of ammunition for carbines 
(except that of calibre -22, with lateral percussion); ball 
shot, ‘‘ plombs a cygne,’’ ard buck-shot. Private persons 
wishing to import firearms must first obtain a licence from 
the police, who will also grant licences for the importation 
of firearms for sale, but not more than two such licences 
will be issued in one town.

The Circular referred to above also provides that, in the 
case of goods for which ad valorem duties were provided 
last year (see the issues of this ‘‘ Journal ’”’ for 20th July 
last, pages 78-90, and 27th July, page 109), the duty levied 
must in all cases amount to at least the specific duty (duty 
on weight or unit) formerly leviable. It is understood that 
the transition from specific to ad valorem duties in certain 
cases effected a reduction of duty when the goods in ques- 
tion were imported from countries with depreciated ex- 
change; and the present provision has been introduced in 
order to remove this anomaly. 





POLAND. 


IMPORT 
SAMPLES. 

H.M., Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that in 
virtue of an Order, published in the ‘“‘ Journal of Laws of 
the Polish Republic” fer 11th January, the following 
samples have been exempted from import duty under 
Article 10 of the Order of 4th November, 1919, relating to 
the Customs Tariff, with effect as from 1lith January :— 

1. (a) Colonial produce, such as vanilla, saffron, carda- 
moms, nutmeg, cinnamon, pepper, ginger, cloves, marjoram, 
in parcels weighing not more than 5C grs., including 
packing. 

(4) Other Colonial produce, such as tea, coffee, rice, dried 
fruit, etc., in parcels weighing not more than 250 grs., in- 
cluding packing. 

2. Spirits and wines originating in countries with which 
Commercial Agreements have been signed, provided that 
reciprocity is granted in this respect to Polish samples. The 
weight of the container with the liquid must not exceed 
150 grammes. The samples must be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of origin. 

The abovementioned samples will be admitted duty-free 
by the Customs authorities if they are imported by mer- 
chants or commercial associations dealing in the above goods 
or by agents of foreign firms.

PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Warsaw has forwarded 
translation of three Polish Orders which make the follow- 
ing amendments to the surtaxes applied to the Customs 
duties on goods imported into Poland : — 

The surtax of 149,900 per cent. applied to the Customs 
duties on certain goods (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
for 28th September, 1922, pages 357-8) is increased to 
299,900 per cent. as from 13th February. 

This surtax now applies to the duties on the following 
additional goods which were formerly subject to a surtax 
of 99,000 per cent. :—

The Customs duties on goods other than those referred 
to in the preceding paragraphs and in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ for 30th November, 1922, pages 621-23, and for 
28th December, 1922, page 742, are now subject as from 
13th February to a surtax of 199,000 per cent. (instead of 
99,000 per cent., as formerly). 

The surtaxes previously in force are to be applied for a 
period of 30 days after the date of coming into force of 
the Orders in the following cases : — 

(a) If goods were dispatched by rail or steamer not later 
than the day preceding the date of coming into force of the 
Orders. 

(6) If goods on which duty has not yet been paid are 
stored in Government, railway, or private bonded ware- 
houses on the date of coming into force of the Orders. 


PORTUGAL. 


EXTRA DUTY ON IMPORTS (‘ TURN- 
OVER ” TAX). 
Under Law No. 1368 of 2lst September last amending 
taxation in Portugal, a special tax (known as the tax on 
the ‘‘ value of transactions ’’) was imposed in respect of 
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commercial and other transactions in Portugal. In connee. 
tion with this tax, a surtax was imposed on imported goods 
fixed by Article 7 of the Law at 1 per cent. ad valorem 
(levied on the cost of the goods plus all expenses incurred 
until the goods are handed over to the importer on leaving 
the Customs). This tax of 1 per cent. appears, however, ty 
be subject to the percentage increases of 10 per cent. and 
75 per cent. applied to the ‘‘ value of transactions ”’ tax by 
Articles 65 and 68 of the Law, so that the actual surtay 
payable is 1°85 per cent. ad valorem.

MODIFICATION OF IMPORT 
PROHIBITIONS.

A further Decision of the same Department, dated 10th 
February, also effective as from 20th February, provides 
for the entry under general import licence of soft cheese 
(Tariff No. 98), and Grana hard cheese (Parmesan, Lodi- 
giano, and Reggiano) (Tariff No. 99a). 

In addition, the import restrictions on apples, pears, and 
French plums, fresh, in bulk or in sacks (Tariff No. ex 
23) and prepared manures (Tariff No. 169) have been with- 
ciawn as from the same date by a federal Decree, dated 
13th February.
